i \N E of the fascinating features of

photography, as a hobby, is th at 
it tits in perfectly with almost any 
other hobby or Interest. In particu­ 
lar, nowadays, outdoor enthusiasts 
are finding that picture taking har­ 
monizes adm irably with such sports 
as hunting, fishing, hiking, golf, and 
other open-air activities.

Story of Aniseikonia 
Related by Sufferer 
A 
NEW word, Aniseikonia, has 
been coined by medical men, 
a word meaning unequal imagery, 
that which causes people to see 
objects bigger with one eye than 
the other, and often see them of a 
different shape with each eye. 
The late Doctor John M artin 
Wheeler, the great eye specialist 
who operated on the King of Siam, 
stated before his death that he re­ 
garded Aniseikonia as perhaps the 
most im portant addition to the 
knowledge of the eye in the past 
fifty years. Today, thousands are 
being cured of headaches, eye-aches, 
nervousness and other mental and 
bodily pains by this epoch-making 
discovery. 
A sufferer for thirty years, Albert 
E. W iggam, tells for the first time, 
in the November Cosmopolitan, the 
dram atic story of Aniseikonia. Dis­ 
covery of the disease and a cure for 
it was made, not by a doctor or an 
eye specialist, surprisingly enough, 
but by an artist.

He was trying to 
construct a lens which, when put in­ 
to a camera, would produce the same 
effects of distance, depth, size and 
location of objects and general per­ 
spective th a t the human eye does in 
its camera. He discovered that the 
pictures carried to the brain are 
different in both size and shape in 
many people; and he also discovered 
how to m easure these size and shape 
differences. The first discovery was 
Aniseikonia; the second was its cure. 
Spectacles could now be fitted to 
balance these differences. 
The fame of the D artm outh Eye 
Institute and its work on Anisei­ 
konia is spreading rapidly among 
eye specialists in this and foreign 
countries.
